3 This  Center  has  no  knowledge  or  report  of  the  UFO  sighting  in 

question . 

4a  Statement  is  correct;  however,  if  feasible,  it  should  ^ suggested 
to  'Mr.^tlriMV*that  Project  "Blue  Book"  Report  Hr.  l4  will  be  re- 
leased for  sale  to  the  generetl  public,  which  will  include  statistics 

and  suMoery  fcr  the  period  subsequent  to  5 May  19^5.

4b  JAHAP  and  AFR  200-2  have  never  been  classified  SBCRBT.  JAHAP 
originally  carried  a HESTmCTEB  classification.  The  original 
AFR  200-2,  promulgated  April  1952,  also  carried  a RESTRICTED 
classification  for  a short  while.  Both  were  declassified  by 
Residential  Executive  Order  Hr.  IO5OI  soon  thereafter.  It 
does  concern  itself  with  responsibilities  and  procedures  with 

h 

regard  to  reporting  sightings.  However,  there  has  been  con- 
siderable misinterpretation  regarding  what  UFO  information  should 
be  released  to  the.  public  because  of  an  unfortunate  use  of  bad 
vordage  in  the  pertinent  paragraph  of  AFR  200-2.  This  has  been 
corrected  in  the  proposed  new  AFR  200-2  recently  submitted  to 
your  office . 

4c  Roject  "Blue  Book"  Report  Nr.  l4,  will  be  periodically  brought 
up-to-date  to  reflect  the  Air  Force's  latest  findings  in  this 
field.  No  need  for  any  special  report  Is  considered  necessary,  aa 
addendums  to  this  study  will  permit  the  general  public  to  have  a 
continuous  picture  from  the  UFO  programs  inception.

organization,  including  other  organizations  or  Commands  (see  TT 
messages  In  case  file)  conducted  an  investigation  into  this  sighting. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  many  agencies  may  be  brought  into  play  in 
any  specific  case,  each  unaware  -of  the  other’s  participation  in  the

The  tJr’O  program  Is  an  unclassified  one.  The  files,  however,  be-  i 

cause  of  intelligence  and  investigative  personnel,  procedures  and  : 

techniques  often  contain  classified  material.  For  example,  a ! 

check  into  the  reliability  of  a UFO  observer  and  the  circumstancee  [ 

suirroundlng  his  report  znay  reveal  highly  personsQ.  or  derogatory 
data.  In  some  instances  individuals  of  high  standing  in  their 
coianninlty  are  involved.  The  results  of  any  authority  given  to  ' 

noTs-offtclal  persona  to  have. access. to  these  files  is  obvious. 

The  public  and  others  have  misconstrxied  this  as  an 

admission  of  hiding  the  "real  facts."

In  which  Mr  that  such  a 

sighting  had  been  made  by  Senator  Hus a ell  but  has  been  "gagged" 

by  the  Air  Force.  Any  statement  to  the  effect  that  the  Air 

Force  has  or  can  put  such  restriction  on  any  member  of  Congress 

does  not  require  conmaent.

6f  Evaluation  of  reports  sure  released  to  Headquarters  USAF  in 

statistical  form  together  with  pertinent  conclusions.  The  names 
of  individuals,  per  se,  are  of  little  value,  as  factual.,  complete 
data  is  the  objective , Any  attempt  to  give  a full  report  to  each 
individual  reporting  a UFO  would  be  a tremendous  task,  in  those 
few  exceptions  made,  experience  has  shown  that  the  conclusions  ;iiven

^Ythly  object  hovering Tdv;  over  a rielcl  behind  her  hou.'^eT*”  The  jiartin  property 
is  situated  on  the  eastern  elope  of  the  Jenr*!'"  Jiurp  riUno  in  '..'arren  County}  vrest- 
ern  Nevr  Jersey,  and  the  house,  on  Shades  of  Death  Road,  corinando  a j^lorious  viev/ 
from  the  rear  of  the  Great  ’.'eadov;s  valley,  to  the  oast. 

On  the  day  in  question,  the  sky  v/as  overcast,  va.th  a ceiling  that  grazed 
the  1100- foot  summits  of  the  Jenny  Jumps.  l-!rs*4flil^^''>'-^es  taU;ing  on  the  phone 
T/hen’  she  became  avrare  of  a commotion  from  the  hounds  in  their  pen  in  the  back 
yard.  Hanging  up,  she  v/ent  into  the  den  to  see  v;hat  was  disturbing  them  - as 
the  T/eath'er  had  been  warn,  a neighboring  farmer  Jiad  already  turned  his  coivs  out 
to  pasture,  and  she  v;as  afraid  that  they  might  have  wandered  into  her  yard 
through  a breach  in  the  fence.  Looking  out  through  the  den  v/indow,  which  faces 
due  east,  she  sav;  the  dogs  clustered  in  the  corner  of  their  pen  closest  to  the 
adjacent  field;,  and  hovering  over  this  field,  somevrhat  to  her  left  and  about  10 
to  15  feet  above  the  ground,  v;as  a huge,  v/hits,  derby-hat-shaped  construction, 
lire.  I.iartin  immediately  ran  outdoors  to  the  end  of  the  yard,  facing  the  field. 


”The  shape  of  the  object  closely  resembled  a huge  derby  hat,  vdth  a rounded 
domelike  cro^m  30  to  LO  foet  high  and  at  least  50  feet  in  horizontal  diameter, 
abqve  a slightly  curled-up  'brim'  that  extended  outv/ard  for  12  to  15  feet  on  each 
side  .of  the  bottom  of  the  crown*  This  'brim'  seemed  to  be  sealed  over  smoothly 
aad^  effl^ldtely  in  a gentle  curve,  with  no  holes  or  ports  or  vdndov/s  or  vents  of 
any  klndj 

’*The  color  of.  the  object  was  a uniform  vd^ite,  null  but  clean,  Tfith  no  spots,, 
stripes,  ■ or  other  markings  v/hatsoever.  Its  te:cture  was  apparently  non-metal  l ie, 
Bnd  reminded  me  strongly  of  pipe  clay.'* 


The  object  was  hovering  almost  stationary  over  the  field.  The  ’.vitness 
descidbed  a gentle  rocking  motion  from  ri^t  to  left,  '*lii:e  a boat  at  anchor  in 
the  v/atcr.”  At  the  sane  time,  she  heard  a lovr  "growling,  or  rumbling"  noise 
coming  from  the  direction  of  the  object;  this  noise  rose  and  fell  in  cadence 
with  the  sli^.t;  rocking  motion  of  the  device* 

Underneath  the  base  of  the-  object  was  a continual  display  of  shimmering, 
wavsry  "lines"  or  "rays"  that-  extended  vertically  almost  to  the  ground.  The  ef- 
fect v/as  similar  to  the  tinsel  which  hangs  on  a Christmas  tree,  although  the 
substanCBi  whether  of  material  or  non-material  nature  (the  vdtncss  thought  it 
night  be  some  sort  of  "light  ray")  v;as  not  nearly  as  v.'ell  defined  as  Christmas 
tree  tinsel.  Llrs . thought  that  there  vras  really  only  one  wavery  "line" 
or  "ray"  that  shimmered  rapidly  dovmv/ard  toward  the  ground  and  then  disappeared, 
immediately  reappearing  elsev/here  v/ith  such  rapidity  tha.b  it  gave  an  Impression 
of  more  than  one  of  these  "lines," 


,v/atched  this  thing  for  a total  of  fully  a minute.  Abruptly, 

If  then,,  the  ob j ect  rose  almost  vertically  into  the  sl-:y  v.d.th  a slightl?/  northeast- 
i j erly  slant,  at  ah  "immense  rate  of  speed,"  ' As  it  rose  from,  the  field,  she  hoar 
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a ’’soft  rush  of  air,  sucking  av^ay  and  not  blov/ing  tov/ard  me.”  During  its  ascent 
the  base  of  the  object  remained  horizontal  to  the  ground,  and  lira.  MMiMrdid  not 
see  any  vents,  openings,  or  markings  of  any  kind  through  v/hich  the  "rays”  she 
described  could  have  come.  In  a natter  of  seconds,  it  had  risen  through  the 
overcast  clouds  just  above  the  mountain  tops.  The  dogs  stopped  barking. 


At  the'  tine  of  her  sighting,  I Irs . iiUmBBP^husb and  ’.vas  in  Mevr  York  City;  he 
called  her  a short  time  after  the  incident  and  learned  of  it  then.  "I  told  him 
’what  I had  seen,  and  told  him  again  in  fuller  detail  v/hen,I  joined  him  at  7 s 20 
that  evening  in  the  city.  At  his  insistence  I later  that  evening  repeated  my 
account,  and  answered  many  questions  vfhile  memory*  v/as  still  fresh,  at  the  home 
and  in  the  presence  of  !.ir.‘  and  I'rs of  Herr  York  City.  I told  it  reluc- 
tantly again  to  several  other  friends  in  the  ne;ct  three  days  (Ilarch  7,  8,  and  9), 
but  made  no  formal  report  to  any  authorities,  fearing  ridicule.”

and  very  kindly  went  over  the 

details  of  the  observation  once  again..  It  proved  possible  to  estimate  the  size 

of  the  object,  because  noted  at  the  time  that  the  left  edge  of 

the  ’’brim”  v;as  framed  by  a dead  tree  at  the  border  of  the  far  side  of  the  field, 
Tfhile  the  right  "brim”  was  framed  by  a pile  of  dead  undergro7rt.h. 
paced  the  distance  between  the  two  landmarks  and  found  it  to  be  UO  long-legged 
paces  - 120  feet.  Tlie  object  was  approximately  150  yards  from  Urs . iMMUii '^he 
base  of  the  object  appeared  on  a level  7n.th,  or  slightly  belov/,  !.Irs 
eye-level  (as  the  field  slopes  downrrard  and  to  the  left,  the  back  yard 

is  on  higher  ground  than  the  part  of  the  field  over  v/hich  the  object  v;as  hover- 
ing). The  top  of  the  object  as  seen  from  the  yard  rose  above  the  tops  of  the 

Jenny  Jump  range  to  the  northeast.

' (This  is  one  of  the  most  detailed  and  definite  sightings  that  has  ever  been 
reported  to'  us,  and  the  possibility  of  a mistake  caused  by  some  ’’conventional” 
object  can  be  immediately  excluded.  It  is  alv/aj^s  necessarj^,  of  course,  to  con- 
sider  the  possibility  of  deliberate  invention,  and  in  this  connection  it  should 
be  noted  that  !.Ir. 


had  very  recently  had  his  interest  in  fizzing  saucers 
aroused  by  the  Ilenger  claims,  whose  falsity  he  soon  detected.  Kis  v/ife’s  excep- 
tional sighting  just  at  this  time  therefore  stril:es  one  as  an  unusual  coincidence, 
and  one  may  thinl:  of  the  "K.O.”  episode.  Hov;ever,  in  the  jud.5r.ent  of  the  Re- 
search Section,  only  a person  sophisticated  in  the  saucer  literature  could  con- 
coct a story  v/hose  details  agree  vdth,  and  yet  differ  from,  e:-d.sting  observa- 
tions in  so  convincing  a fashion.  It  seems  unquestionable  that  neither  I!r.  nor 


,ad  at  tl'.at  time  the  background  necessary  to  invent  a tale  like  this, 
and  our  present  feeling  is  that  it  should  be  accepted  as  a perfectly  genuine  and 
extremely  infonnative  observation  of  an  artificial  constxuiction  v/hich  obviously 
did  not  originate  on  this  planet.)
